SPEECH OF HON. R. A. CLARK, ON THE 
BILL FOR THE RELIEF OF WM. BRAD- 


FORD : 

Mr. Ciark stated the origin of the dif- 
ficulty, which caused the Honey Lake 
War, and that Mr. Bradford received hig. 
injuries while acting as one of a Sheriff's 
posse, in assisting to execute a writ to 
arrest parties who had assembled and 
armed themselves to resist all authority’ 
which Plumas county or. the State of 
California had over them. That these 
were the causes. which had afforded a 
reason for the introduction of the Bill for 
the relief of Mr. Bradford ; 

Mr. Crark then said ; 

Now sir, we will come to the justice 
of the dewand, as well as to the position 
which Mr. Bradford occupies, in relation 
tu his claims against the State, His 
claims are not for the act of service done 
the State; they are not for the loss of 
property, which he could again replace ; 
they are not even for periling his life in 
obedience to the laws and commands of 
the people of the State; but, sir, they 
are for life-lasting injuries received while 
obeying the commands of one of its offi- 
cers, to assist him in his efforts to du 
his duty, which the State had imposed on 
him ; that of executing and maintaining 
the supremacy of the law. A service 
which should not be forgotten, is always 
to be considered of first importance to 
the State. 

This act of service by Mr. B. was not 
a voluntary one. It was compulsory 
and demandatory on him, being_an order 
or summons from the Sheriff to ‘act as, 
one of a posse to assist him in executing 
the laws of the State. ‘ He had no choice 
He had to obey the order to assist the 
officef, or subject himself to a heavy fine 
if not imprisonment in refusing to do sc. 
Now, sir, it may be thought that the 
office of Sheriff should not be considered a 
State office, and that the State dees not 
recognize it as such, and that it: is not 
responsible for the demands a’ Sheriff 
may make for assistance in executing 
its laws, nor-for the damage or conse- 
quences which may follow. But, sir, 
one thing is certain, that the office of 
Sheriff was creat®& by the people of the 
State, and for the good of the people ‘of 
the State, and that the Sheriff acts un- 
der the command and authority of the 
people of the State. Why, sir, the very 


writ for which he demanded of Mr. B. his 


assistance in serving, is ademand of the 
people of the State. It begins, as fol- 
lows: “The People of the State of Cal- 


‘lifornia, to the Sheriff, greeting: Yoo 


are hereby commanded to execute (what- 
ever instructions may be contained in 
the writ,) and the law provides that if 
resistance is made, and that he is unable 
to execute the commands of the peuple 
individually, he shall be supported by 
the whole civil, and if necessary the: 
whole military power of the State. Why 
are we here nuw, making laws, unless 
we intend they shall be executed? And 
how can we expect they will be executed 
unless the pevple of the State will sup- 
port the officers in the execution of their 
duties, and will assume the cosequen- 
ces in case of resistance, What is the 
cause. of this great war, now being car- 
ried on in the United States, in which 
so much bloud and treasure are being 
spent, bat simply a resistance to the law, 


‘to the commands of the peuple, through 


iheir legally constituted officers fo. the 
execution of their laws. Does the gov- 
ernment refuse to assume the respunsi- 
bility and the consequences of her mighty 
efforts to execute and enforce the laws? 
No, sir, it assumes all the responsibili- 
ties. It begins by paying every person 
for his service, from whoto it asks or 
commands assistance. Tt pensions for 
life all of its maimed and wounded sol- 
diers. It provides for the maiatenance 
of the widows and orphans of those who 
are in sl ia battle 1¢ will raise mone- 
ments in memory of those illastrious 
nen who have sworn that the laws shall 
be executed, and that its power and ju- 
risdiction shall extend over every fuot of 
lawful territory. 


‘There is yo fyct ev indisputable as 


“| execution of the. State. 


this, that if we are to be governed by 
laws, that there must be a power provi- 
ded sufficient to execute them, and this 
State must assume the responsibility in 
case of resistance, and recompense those 
who have been muimed for life whilst in 
the service of the State, and in’ obedi- 
ehce to the commands of its officers for 
assistance in the enforcement of the law. 
Otherwise the citizen will refuse to peril 
his life and limb for the berfefit and’ pro- 
tection of uthers, and we shall. soon re- 
turn to first principles, where individual 
might makes individual right. 

‘T have been at a loss to conceive upon 
what ground the Committee have thought 
it: necessary to make such an unfavora- 
ble réport as an indefinite postponement 
of this Bill. It cannot be for want of 
evidence of the great and life lasting in- 
jurics, which Mr. B. has received, It 
¢cdnnot be fur want of evidence that he 
was acting under the authority and com- 
mands of an officér to assist him im, the: 


that the athount asked for was consid- 
ered unreasonable, for who. athong us 
would take Mr, Bradford’s situation ; a 
young man,.a. pour’man, maimed and 
erippled for life, for the sam he claims 
from the State for the injuries he has re- 
ceived whilst in its service. Who among. 
us would suffer what that poor man has 
already suffered, aye, even for these six 
long lonesome months of pain, of doubt, 
and of the uncertainty of a support in 
the future, if his life should be spared, 
for thrice $5000, I tell you, gentlemen, 
it will not do to dishonor sueh claims.— 
The people who are the power, and the 
Officers who are chosen to execute it, 
must have evidence that they will not 
bé deserted or neglected by the State, if 
they should be maimed for life whilst in 
the act of enforcing its laws. 

‘Sir, I cannot doubt the sincerity of the 
Committee in tendering to Mr. B.. their 
sympathies. But, sir, Mr. B. does not 
ask for sympathy. He is not in need of 
sympathy. He has enongh of that al- 
ready. Neither is he a begging for char- 
ity. Nor is he asking for a donation.— 
But he comes forward as every good 
citizen should do, and demands trat the 
State should do him justice, by honoring 
his claim for relief He believes. the 
State will pay all just demands for ser- 
vices rendered her, aud will redeem. all 
of-her pledges of good faith ‘to her citi- 
zens who peril life and limb for the main- 
tenance of law and order, and that no 
one shall be required to pay allegiance 
to‘an unjust and ungratetul master. 

The Nevada Territoria! Legislature 
has already passed a bill for the relief 
of thuse whe were unlawfully engaged 
in that war of resistance, against the 
authority of the State of California, at 
Honey Lake Valley. They have not 
stopped to inquire, whether the people 
there, were acting under a mistake, or 
otherwise ; but that they (the people of 
Honey Lake) had claimed to be acting 
under the laws of the Territory ; and 
the Legislators have felt in duty bound 
to assume the responsibility the people 
had taken upon themselves, in their ef- 
furts to maintain the laws of ‘he Terri- 
toy. Although no bedily injury wus 
doue to any of those for which the relief 
was granted, but it was given, *I pre- 
sume, as a recompense for the services 
and expenses, the parties had incurred 
inthe war. Shall California deal ‘less 
justly by her citizens, whilst acting in a 
lawful capacity in their efforts to exe- 
cute her laws, and to establish and 
maintain its jurisdiction over her terri- 
tory ? I hope not. 

Now, sir, there is one fact which 
shduld be kept in view, that the sérvi- 
ces which the Sheriff required Mr. B. to 
perform, and in which he received his 
injuries, was not only to assist him in 
securing and maintaining the jarisdic- 
tion and authority of the State ever: her 
territury, but to assisi him in the execu- 
tion of a writ to collect moneys due the 
State, that of the State taxes. I cannot 
think that the committee has considered 
the act of the Sheriff to be of local au- 
thurity, and not one of which the State 
is bound to acknowledge and protect ; 
because the State,-throagh its aet of 
guvernmeut, has pledged itself to, the 
people, to.see its laws executed. Neith- 
e duo 1 think the State will. refuse. to 
grant the proper rekef to one of her 
citizens who has been maimed an@* crip- 
pled for life, when compelled to give his 
assistance for the enforcement. of the 
laws of the State, for nothing will have 
a greater tendency to weaken the power 
of a State, than to dishonor the claims of 
thuse, who have endangered their lives 
in pbeying its commands for belp in. its 
hour of danger, bs 

And now, Mr. Speaker, before I close, 
I will add, that I do not rely upon any 


efforts which I have made for the .sup-' 


port and passage of this bill for the re- 
lief of Mi. Bradford, but, sir, I do rely 
upon the common feelings of humanity, 
upon the principles of right, upon a 
sense of justice, which, 1 believe, con- 
trols the actions of every member of 
this house, and will! be manifes in 
all their acts of legislation. 

In conclusion, I would say, notwith- 
standing the unfavorable consideration 
this bill has received from the Committee, 
I hope that they. as well as other metw- 
bers of the House, will not refuse | tu 
give to Mr. B. some relief for the inju- 
ries he has received whilst performing 
that service, which is of first importabee 
tothe State, namely: Suppression | of 
rebellion, and restoring jurisdiction over 
revolted territury, aad rebellious sub-

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BRITISH PIRATES IN THE PAOIFIO 
| WATERS. 
Extract from the Washington corres- 
pondent of the §. F. Journal : 
| Nearly four weeks, since I wrote to 
the Journal my fears that a fleet of Eng- 
lish pirate ships were collecting in. the 
Indian Ocean, prepatatory ‘for a com: 
bined demonstration on Ameri¢an com- 
meree in the Pacific, and. to co-operate 


‘with a rising/of traitors in California to 


capture the port of San Francisco. My 
information was obtained from a mer- 
cantile hoase in New York which has 
connections in England and at the Cape 
of Good Hope, What I then wrote was 
probably congidered of the sensation or- 
der, but to show that I had sufficient 
grounds for my statement I copy the 
fullowing from the New York Tribune 
of a day or two sinve, which more than 
confirms my letter on that subject : 

| Aw Anoio-Repex Fieger in tae Paciric 
Ocean.—A letter from our London cor- 
respondent contains some precise infur- 
mation on a puint of importance which 
has as yet attracted little or no atten- 
tion. ‘The news-in a nutshell is that at 
this moment there is a fleet of six rebel 
war-steamers in the Chinese waters. 
These vessels were fitted out in England 
under Sherrard Osborne, an English na- 
yal captain, and, were recruited among 
the officers and men of her Britanic Maj- 
esty’s navy. They were under contract 
to the Chinese Government, but when 
they reached China, a disagreement arose 
between Osborne and the Chinese au- 
thorities, and the vessels were not de- 
livered, but were. sold at auction—Os- 
borne, officers, crews, guns and all—to 
Jefferson Davis.) It ig not unnaturally 
intimated that Osborne had some slight 
expectation of refthing this result when 
he left England. Funds fur the pur- 
chase are said to have been provided in 
part by ‘the sale.of the rebel ram in the 
Clyde, which Earl Russel embargoes. 
There is now but few American ships in 
Kast India waters, and it is thought 
probable that this fleet, in company wiih 
other rebel pirates, may be destined to 
attack San Francisco. In order: to show 
their respect for British neutrality, the 
British crews take an oath of neutraliza- 
tion as citizens of, the Confederaty when 
the flag changes. If, therefore, San 
Francisco should happen to be burned 
and plundered, John Bull washes his 
hands of all responsibility...) : 

Thus it is seen with what facility the 
English people can put the rebel flag on 
an entire flect of gan-boats, builtin Kug- 
land and armed from English’ arsevals 
and manned as well as mostly officered 
by native born Englishmen, who never 
were in America except in English men- 
of-war, from which service they are 
openly transferred to pirate decks to 
prey upou American commerce on the 
high seas. This infamous system of pi- 
racy covered up by a pretence of neu- 
trality and protected by the frauduleni 
tender of ber guarantee of belligerent 
rights to the rebels ou the ocean, when 
they never yet had @ ship constructed 
in the so called Confederacy and 
sent, to sea with a crew of natives or cit- 
izens of the rebel States, is slowly but 
surely bringing the mind of the American 
people to the gunviction that opened de- 
clared war on the part of Great Britain 
against us is far preferable to this 
tveacherous peace. Under the present
